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Patriotic  Civil  War  Tokens 


Ij^ithin  the  next  two  years,  we 
’ » will  celebrate  the  Centennial  of 
one  of  the  most  famous  conflicts  of 
modern  times,  the  American  Civil 
War.  From  a numismatic  point  of 
view  the  Civil  War  gave  rise  to 
many  innovations  in  currency  as 
well  as  various  emergency  specie. 
No  short  period  in  our  history  has 
produced  such  wide  changes  in  our 
monetary  system.  The  first  official 
Government  greenbacks  as  well  as 
the  extensive  series  of  fractional 
currency  (shinplasters)  were  issued 
during  the  War.  The  paper  money 
of  today  is  such  an  essential  part  of 
our  everyday  life  that  it  is  hard  to 
realize  that  it  is  not  yet  one  hun- 
dred years  old.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  War  the  two  cent  pieces  were 
issued,  as  well  as  the  first  use  of 
the  now  familiar  motto  “In  God  'We 
Trust.”  The  first  bronze  Indian  head 
cents  were  issued  as  patterns  in 
1863  and  achieved  general  circu- 
lation in  1864.  All  these  sweeping 
changes  have  had  a lasting  effect  on 
our  monetary  systems. 

Likewise,  the  Confederacy  issued 
numerous  forms  of  paper  currency 
which,  until  very  recently,  never  re- 
ceived the  attention  they  deserve. 
The  metallic  issues  of  the  Confed- 
eracy, although  not  numerous  are 
i very  important  reminder  of  Con- 
federate history. 

In  addition,  the  Civil  War  gave 
rise  to  numerous  forms  of  emer- 
gency specie,  the  variety  and  in- 
genuity of  which  have  never  been 
)een  equaled.  Early  in  1862  all 
netallic  currency  was  gradually 
vithdrawn  from  circulation.  Citi- 
zens, anticipating  the  possible  in- 
:rease  in  the  value  of  all  metals, 
ommenced  hoarding  gold,  silver 


and  even  copper  to  such  an  extent 
that  there  were  no  metallic  coins  in 
circulation.  One  can  imagine  the 
chaos  that  was  created  in  the  con- 
ducting of  everyday  business.  There 
was  no  way  to  make  change  and 
the  merchants  were  forced  to  resort 
to  some  means  of  promoting  a 
method  of  exchange.  The  first  at- 
tempt at  making  change  was  the 
use  of  the  ordinary  U.S.  postage 
stamp.  Obviously,  because  of  their 
flimsy  nature,  these  stamps  had  a 
very  short  circulation  life.  Next,  the 
merchants  issued  small  envelopes, 
generally  with  an  advertisement  on 
them,  so  that  the  stamps  could  ob- 
tain some  degree  of  protection.  In 
1862,  John  Gault  patented  a novel 
brass  encasing  for  the  stamps,  with 
a mica  cover  so  that  the  stamps 
could  readily  be  visible.  These  en- 
cased postage  stamps,  manufactured 
by  the  Scovill  Manufacturing  Co. 
in  Waterbury,  Conn,  with  mer- 
chants’ advertisements  on  one  side 
v/idely  circulated  in  denominations 
from  one  to  ninety  cents.  But  these 
encased  stamps  had  one  disadvan- 
tage, they  cost  too  much  to  issue 
since  the  stamps  still  cost  their  face 
value. 

In  addition  various  forms  of  frac- 
tional, privately  issued  paper  cur- 
rency appeared,  but  because  it  had 
so  little  intrinsic  value,  it  did  not 
meet  wide  acceptance.  Cardboard 
scrip  was  also  circulated.  However, 
the  most  popular  and  realistic  form 
of  emergency  currency  took  the 
form  of  small  copper  coins,  gener- 
ally in  imitation  of  the  Government 
currency,  which  first  circulated  in 
Cincinnati  late  in  1862. 

These  small  copper  coins,  gener- 
ally the  size  and  weight  of  the 
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small  bronze  cent,  met  with  general 
acceptance.  In  the  spring  of  1863 
the  Lindenmueller  currency  was 
issued  in  New  York  City — a million 
pieces  being  struck.  William  H. 
Bridgens  then  issued  the  Knicker- 
bocker currency,  in  many  varieties 
in  large  quantities. 

Two  general  types  of  tokens  were 
issued  — the  so-called  patriotic 
tokens  and  the  tradesmen’s  cards. 
The  patriotic  series,  mainly  issued 
in  and  around  New  York,  had 
patriotic  slogans  on  the  coins,  but 
bore  no  merchants’  advertisements. 
Many  of  the  pieces  were  in  general 
imitation  of  the  Indian  cent  then 
currently  popular.  The  present 
article  will  deal  only  with  the 
patriotic  series,  of  which  over  1500 
varieties  will  be  listed.  The  mer- 
chant’s or  tradesmen’s  cards  were 
widely  issued  and  bore,  in  general, 
the  merchant’s  advertisement  on 
one  side  and  some  patriotic  symbol 
on  the  other.  These  tradesmen’s 
tokens  were  issued  in  23  states 
and  almost  300  towns,  mostly  in 
the  North  with  a few  issues  from 
the  border  states.  These  pieces  Avil! 
not  be  covered  in  the  present  work, 
but  will  be  the  subject  of  a separate 
treatise.  There  are  over  8500  differ- 
ent tradesmen’s  tokens  known,  some 
5800  of  them  being  listed  by  Hetrich 
and  Guttag. 

The  issue  of  Civil  War  tokens  far 
exceeded  25,000,000  pieces  which 
amply  filled  the  needs  of  the  mer- 
chants. They  were  commonly  ac- 
cepted as  a means  of  exchange  for 
the  value,  which  was  usually  one 
cent.  It  should  be  mentioned  that 
merchants  could  make  a tidy  profit 
using  these  coins,  as  the  copper 
value  in  them  was  only  23/lOOths 
of  a cent.  They  were  undoubtedly 
a source  of  great  I’elief  and  con- 
venience but  their  irresponsible 
character  soon  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Federal  Government. 


Hetrich  and  Guttag  stated  that  thj 
Third  Avenue  Railroad  of  New  Yor 
requested  Lindenmueller  to  redee 
a large  number  of  his  tokens,  whicl 
they  had  accepted  in  the  course  o 
business,  but  this  he  laughingly  re 
fused  to  do.  The  railroad  had  no  re 
dress,  and  it  is  likely  that  incident:  “ 
such  as  this  forced  the  hand  of  th( 
Government.  The  attempts  at  issu 
ing  the  bronze  cents  and  fractiona 
currency  were  not  sufficient  t( 
suppress  the  Civil  War  tokens  thei 
current.  Finally  in  1864,  an  act  o 
Congress  forbid  any  private  indi 
viduals  to  issue  any  form  of  money 
Thus  ended  an  era — one  that  ha: 
been  slow  to  be  recognized  bj 
numismatists. 

The  recent  upsurge  of  interest  ir 
this  series  has  attracted  attentior 
to  the  Civil  War  token,  but  collec 
tors  have  been  handicapped  by  th( 
lack  of  a readily  available,  easy  tc 
follow,  check  list  of  the  numerou 
varieties  of  Civil  War  cents.  Th 
authorative  book  on  this  subjec 
has  long  been  Hetrich  and  Guttag’s 
epic  work,  “Civil  War  Tokens  ancj 
Tradesmen’s  Cards.”  This  book 
published  in  1924,  Icng  out  of  prin 
and  virtually  unobtainable,  went 
long  way  towards  creating  orde 
out  of  chaos.  However,  while  Het 
rich  and  Guttag  listed  only  some 
7000  varieties  of  tokens,  at  present 
there  are  over  11,000  different 
specimens  authoritatively  reported 
Joseph  Barnett  made  extensive  re- 
visions of  the  H and  G work  in  a 
series  of  articles  in  The  Numisma- 
tist in  1943  and  1944  and  in  The 
Numismatic  Review  of  1945.  How- 
ever, because  of  the  many  new  dies, 
and  sub-varieties  necessitated  by 
the  adherence  to  the  Hetrich  and 
Guttag  system,  much  confusion  has 
arisen.  As  the  revision  of  a list  of 
ever  11,000  different  coins  is  such  a 
complex  undertaking,  the  authors' 
have  conveniently  divided  the  series 
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0 the  Patriotic  pieces,  which  bear 
advertising  in  reference  to  any 

rticular  firm,  and  the  Trades- 
n’s  Cards  which  have  advertis- 
j.  Recently,  the  late  Raymond 
iggenjos,  in  the  Numismatic 
rapbook  Magazine  revised  the 
iiana  Civil  War  tradesmen’s 
"ds,  and  this  will  be  continued  by 
5 authors  on  a state  by  state  basis 
rapidly  as  possible. 

Perhaps  the  first  attempt  at  a 
npilation  of  Civil  War  tokens  ap- 
ared  in  the  Journal  of  the  Ameri- 

1 Philosophical  Society  in  1863. 
is  little  known  contribution  by 
ny  E.  Chase  listed  some  303 
rieties  of  Civil  War  tokens.  The 
Kt  listing  of  these  tokens  appear- 

in  the  American  Journal  of  Nu- 
smatics  commencing  in  June  of 
36  under  the  title  of  “Copper- 
ads.”  This  list  appeared  spas- 
•dically  until  July,  1869  but  un- 
•tunately  was  never  completed, 
e list  contained  over  700  varieties 
t never  was  extended  to  the 
triotic  or  Mid-Western  series. 

The  next  comprehensive  coverage 
s made  in  the  Coin  Collector’s 
urnal  during  1882  and  1883,  and 
,s  founded  chiefly  on  the  famous 
oh  collection  at  the  American 
imismatic  Society,  which  origi- 
lly  consisted  of  5600  different 
•ces.  (The  Society’s  collection  has 
sn  considerably  expanded  over 
3 years  by  many  contributors,  to 
lere  it  is  estimated  it  now  con- 
ns over  8000  different  specimens.) 
is  list  made  the  basis  for  the  first 
astrated  work  on  Civil  War 
s;ens  by  Edgar  H.  Adams,  which 
,s  published  in  the  Coin  and  Medal 
lletin  from  April,  1916  to  March, 
17.  Unfortunately,  the  Bulletin 
-s  discontinued  before  the  series 
aid  be  completed. 

Adams’  articles  formed  the  basis 
on  which  the  famous  Hetrich  and 
ittag  book,  “Civil  War  Tokens 


and  Ti’adesmen’s  Cards”  was  pub- 
lished. The  system  used  for  iden- 
tifying the  coins  in  the  present  work 
is  based  on  the  original  ideas  of 
Messrs.  Adams,  Hetrich  and  Guttag. 
All  the  dies  that  are  represented  on 
the  coins  are  numbered  consecutive- 
ly, in  the  present  work  from  1 
through  521.  These  pieces  are 
grouped  together,  with  what  is 
commonly  called  the  obverse  side 
(or  heads)  of  the  coins  being  group- 
ed first.  A strict  adherence  to  this 
is  not  possible  because  the  dies  were 
used  in  many  combinations,  making 
any  clear-cut  distinction  between 
“heads”  and  “tails”  meaningless. 
Thus,  in  the  ensuing  list  when  two 
dies  are  mentioned  in  combination, 
the  lower  numbered  one  is  called 
the  obverse  and  the  higher  number- 
ed one  ia  called  the  reverse. 

The  ensuing  list  is  arranged  as 
follows:  In  the  first  column  appears 
the  number  of  the  obverse,  as  shown 
exactly  on  the  plate.  The  second 
column  gives  the  reverse,  an  illus- 
tration of  which  can  also  be  found 
on  the  plates.  The  next  column  gives 
the  abbreviation  of  the  metal  in 
which  the  piece  was  struck,  the 
fourth  column  gives  an  estimate  of 
the  rarity  of  the  coin,  while  the 
last  column  gives  the  original 
Hetrich  and  Guttag  number  assign- 
ed to  the  piece.  Various  remarks 
such  as  references  to  other  works 
such  as  Baker  and  King  as  well  as 
overstrikes  are  given  in  a line  im- 
mediately below  the  coin  descx’ip- 
tion.  No  attempt  has  been  made 
to  give  the  Hetrich  and  Guttag 
number  where  it  did  not  originally 
appear  in  their  book.  Thus  there 
are  no  direct  references  to  the  ex- 
tensive articles  of  Joseph  Barnett 
or  the  several  speciali.'^ed  articles 
by  the  authors  which  assigned 
new  H and  G numbers  to  the 
coins.  This  is  because  what  one  col- 
lector may  call  104A,  another  may 
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have  called  104%,  etc.  Thus,  to 
avoid  confusion,  all  pseudo  H and  G 
numbers  were  not  referred  to  in  the 
present  work. 

Coins  are  not  denoted  by  a simple 
number,  which  would  confuse  the 
listing  with  the  H and  G listing  and 
does  not  allow  suitable  flexibility. 
Thus,  instead  of  referring  to  a coin 
as  H and  G 698,  it  is  now  referred 
to  as  125/294  WM.  This  system  has 
several  advantages.  First,  most  new 
varieties  that  have  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  found  since  the  publi- 
cation of  Hetrich  and  Guttag  will  be 
either  metal  variations  or  new  com- 
binations of  presently  known  dies. 
Thus,  there  will  be  no  disordering 
of  coins,  when  new  varieties  are 
added  unless  a new  die  is  discover- 
ed, and  it  can  then  be  referred  to  as 
an  “A”  variety  of  the  die  most 
closely  resembling  it.  This  has  been 
necessary  in  several  cases  by  acci- 
dental omission  and  a few  last- 
minute  discoveries  while  the  manu- 
script was  being  assembled.  These 
pieces  are  shown  on  plate  XXII  but 
are  listed  in  the  text  in  order. 

The  second  advantage  is  that  no 
primary  distinction  between  vari- 
ous die  combinations  is  made  due  to 
metals,  unless  it  is  desired.  Our  sug- 
gestion would  be  that  when  a piece 
is  described,  that  the  metal  only  be 
cited  in  its  description  when  it  is 
other  than  copper,  which  99%  of 
the  time  was  the  intended  metal. 

A discussion  of  Civil  War  tokens 
struck  in  various  metals  might  be 
helpful.  Unfortunately,  for  the  cata- 
logers  of  this  series,  while  perhaps 
it  is  fortunate  for  collectors,  the 
early  collectors  of  Civil  War  tokens 
during  and  immediately  succeeding 
the  War,  wanted  rare  varieties  for 
their  collections.  Since  the  pieces 
were  not  of  an  official  nature  in  the 
first  place,  various  collectors  caused 
to  be  made  many  varieties  of  these 
tokens  in  metals  other  than  copper; 


viz.,  brass,  nickel,  German  silver 
copper-nickel,  white  metal,  silver 
and  lead.  However,  many  of  thes( 
off-metal  variations  had  to  hav< 
been  struck  previous  to  the  striking 
of  the  regular  copper  issues  foi 
general  circulation  as  can  be  showr 
by  die  breaks.  Thus,  it  is  difficult  a 
best  to  decide  which  of  the  off 
metals  belong  with  the  series,  anc 
which  do  not.  Thus,  one  is  left  witl 
the  alternative  of  not  listing  anj 
off-metals  or  listing  them  all 
Naturally,  the  decision  must  be 
made  to  list  them  all,  but  by  re- 
ferring to  the  die  combinations  as 
the  key  to  the  coin,  rather  than  to 
separate  numbers  for  each  die  com- 
bination and  each  metal  thereof, 
some  of  the  stigma  can  be  removed. 
Thus,  although  there  are  over  1500 
different  Patriotic  pieces  in  all, 
there  are  perhaps  only  600  or  700 
different  die  combinations. 

In  virtually  all  cases,  the  off- 
metal  variations  of  the  Patriotic 
series  are  extremely  rare,  only  a 
limited  number  having  been  struck. 
In  almost  all  cases,  this  was  less 
than  20  full  sets,  and  often  many 
less.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
although  most  Patriotic  tokens 
regularly  occur  in  copper,  many  of 
the  Tradesmen’s  Cards  regularly 
were  struck  in  brass  (for  instance, 
the  Boutwell  cards  of  Tr.oy,  New 
York)  or  lead  (for  instance  the 
Hastings’  cards  of  New  York).  Also 
in  many  cases  the  tokens  are  struck 
over  other  coins.  This  may  be  other 
Civil  War  tokens,  or  in  some  cases 
over  copper-nickel  cents  dated  from 
1857  to  1863  (regular  Government 
issues — there  is  even  a report  of  an 
overstrike  on  an  1856  Flying  Eagle 
cent)  or  over  U.S.  dimes  generally 
dated  in  the  1850’s.  These  over- 
strikes are  recognizable  by  the 
ox’iginal  impression  showing  thru 
the  overstrike,  and  in  the  case  of 
the  dimes,  the  piece  has  a reeded 
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?e.  The  overstrikes  on  cents  and 
aes  are  actively  sought  after  by 
lectors. 

The  metals  in  which  Civil  War 
its  are  struck  and  the  abbrevia- 
ns  used  are  as  follows:

The  amateur  collector  often  has 
3at  difficulty  distinguishing  be- 
een  the  various  metals.  The  best 
ution  to  this  problem  is  to  con- 
t a reputable  dealer.  However, 
5 following  may  be  of  some  help, 
pper  pieces  generally  look  like 
rn  Lincoln  or  Indian  Head  cents, 
ass  pieces  have  a distinct  yellow 
or  resembling  a tarnished,  dirty 
Drknob.

There  is  no  distinction,  except  in  a few 
isolated  cases  between  the  various  kinds 
of  copper  used  in  these  pieces,  although 
a few  pieces  are  listed  as  bronze,  which 
has  a deeper  color  than  copper,  similar 
to  uncirculated  Indian  Head  cents. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  distinguish  Nickel 
from  German  Silver,  although  both 
metals  were  used.  In  general,  the  simple 
way  of  telling  them  apart  is  that  nickel 
will  not  tarnish,  while  German  Silver 
does. 

L«ad  includes  many  of  the  New  York 
pieces  that  were  Struck  in  a dark  com- 
position metal,  but  there  is  usually 
little  trouble  in  distinguishing  them. 


colored  chrome  plating.  In  addition 
a white  metal  piece,  when  placed  on 
the  fingertip,  and  struck  by  a cop- 
per coin  will  not  give  a sharp,  last- 
ing “ping.”  The  lead  and  white 
metal  pieces  will  not  ring — all  other 
metals  do!  Lead  resembles  white 
metal,  but  is  quite  dense  and  is  in- 
variably much  darker  (some  lead 
pieces  are  found  copper-plated).  In 
all  cases,  the  so-called  zinc  pieces 
(which  invariably  occur  with  two 
different  Indian  Head  obverses — 
cne  being  die  75)  are  copper  pieces 
that  are  zinc  washed.  This  is  an 
original  washing  and  was  not  done 
after  the  war! 

This  leads  into  the  subject  of  sil- 
ver. In  short,  we  would  recommend 
the  inexperienced  collector  to 
BEWARE  of  any  tokens  which  pur- 
port to  be  silver.  Many,  many  of  the 
copper  pieces  have  been  silver 
plated  over  the  years.  Silver  pieces 
almost  never  turn  up  except  in 
large  collections.  Original  silver 
pieces  are  in  no  case  at  all  common. 
The  plated  pieces  can  be  very  de- 
ceptive— they  will  tarnish  very 
nicely.  The  best  test  is  to  take  the 
specific  gravity  of  the  piece. 
Another  test,  though  more  quali- 
tative in  nature  is  as  follows.  Take 
a copper  token,  preferably  of  the 
same  variety.  The  copper  piece, 
when  tapped  by  another  coin  on  the 
finger  tip  will  give  a lower  pitched, 
much  longer  lasting  tone  than  the 
silver  piece.  If  the  “silver”  and  cop- 
per piece  of  the  same  type  have 
almost  identical  rings,  beware.  This 
is  not  fool-proof,  but  works  most 
times.  Another  common  test  used, 
though  we  frown  on  it,  is  to  scratch 
the  edge  of  the  coin  with  a sharp 
knife.  If  the  copper  shows  through, 
the  piece  is  plated,  although  you 
risk  the  chance  of  defacing  a 
potentially  valuable  coin.  Of  course 
in  the  case  of  silver  pieces  over 
dimes,  they  can  always  be  identified 
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by  the  reeded  edge.  We  have  never 
seen  a Civil  War  cent  in  gold, 
though  one  has  been  reported.  Only 
a very  few  tokens  were  originally 
issued  either  with  silver  plating  or 
gold  plating  (such  as  128/289  and 
128/290).  Almost  all  other  pieces 
are  not  contemporary — as  such  we 
have  not  priced  these  pieces  above 
$1.50  apiece  in  the  ensuing  list. 

The  rarity  of  these  Civil  War 
coins,  is  at  best  a guess  based  on 
our  experience.  We  have  examined 
numerous  collections  as  well  as  hav- 
ing inventories  on  many  more  and 
have  probably  examined  at  one  time 
or  another  100,000  Civil  War  cents. 
The  rarity  scale  used  is  slightly 
different  than  the  one  proposed  by 
Dr.  W.  H.  Sheldon  in  “Penny 
Whimsy,”  but  we  have  found  this 
modification  useful  in  this  case.  The 
rarity  from  R-1  (very  common)  to 
R-10  (unique — only  one  known)  is 
based  on  the  number  known  as 
follows:

This  rarity  scale  is  based  on  the 
assumption  that  about  1,000,000 
Civil  War  tokens  are  still  existent, 
and  even  if  this  is  not  a good  guess, 
the  ratings  will  still  have  the  same 
relative  meaning.  This  is  especially 
true  for  rarities  over  R-7  which  are 
based  on  actual  surveys  of  the 
largest  collections  and  include  most 
of  the  off-metals  known. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to 
price  the  tokens,  based  on  their 
rarity  and  on  the  metal  in  which 
they  are  struck.  This  list,  shown  in 
Table  I,  is  a tentative  one,  and  of 
course  cannot  take  into  account  in-

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dividual  variations  of  demand.  Thus, 
although  the  famous  SPOOT  error 
Dix  token  (209/414)  is  given  a R-2 
based  on  the  number  seen,  it  would 
probably  command  twice  its  sug- 
gested price  or  more  because  of  its 
popularity.  This  table  of  prices, 
which  is  all  inclusive  for  this  series, 
is  based  upon  coins  in  fine  to  very 
fine  condition  for  the  copper  pieces. 
In  the  case  of  uncirculated  copper 
coins  about  twice  the  listed  price  is 
suggested,  while  good  pieces  are 
suggested  as  half  the  listed  price. 
In  the  case  of  the  off-metal  pieces, 
they  almost  invariably  occur  uncir- 
culated, and  thus  no  distinction  as 
to  price  should  be  made  in  this  case. 

This  suggested  price  scale  is  ten- 
tative, but  we  believe  it  is  realistic 
based  on  today’s  market.  However, 
the  market  is  rising  and  this  table 
will  have  to  be  revised  yearly.  At 
least,  we  hope  this  price  schedule 
will  discourage  practices  of  adver- 
tising extremely  common  pieces  at 
fabulously  high  prices  (such  as 
189/399,  a rarity  R-1  copper  piece, 
being  offered  by  a dealer  recently 
in  a national  magazine  at  the 
ftbsurb  sum  of  $65.00).

We  feel  that  several  other  com- 
ments as  to  the  inclusion  of  some 
of  the  pieces  in  the  series  is  war- 
ranted. At  the  end  of  the  list  are 
grouped  a series  of  pieces  (Dies  481 
to  493)  that  so  closely  resemble  the 
Rhode  Island  muling  series,  that  it 
was  decided  to  include  them.  Like- 
wise, the  Wealth  of  the  South  Mules 
are  so  closely  related  to  this  series 
(Dies  506  to  519)  that  it  was  de- 
cided to  include  them,  although  the 
strictly  political  pieces  were  omit- 
ted. Naturally,  the  reverses  bearing 
merchant’s  names  were  not  included 
in  this  part  of  the  book. 

The  extensive  series  of  mulings 
of  Rhode  Island,  since  all  the  dies 
were  combined  in  all  combinations, 
lead  to  some  varieties  that  have  to 
be  called  patriotic  in  nature  as  no 
where  do  they  have  an  advertising 
allusion  on  them  (Dies  134,  146,  184, 
283,  386,  427,  472,  and  480A).  Most 
combinations  have  been  found. 
Many  of  these  were  originally  listed 
under  store  cards  by  Hetrich  and 
Guttag. 

A number  of  miscellaneous 
pieces,  called  Civil  War  cents,  by 
Barnet  as  well  as  some  possible 
fantasies  are  included,  such  as  the 
494  through  505.  However,  Civil 
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War  “dog  tags”  have  been  omitted. 
In  addition,  a number  of  advertising 
pieces,  of  a completely  non-local 
nature  are  included,  such  as  dies 
462,  467  through  471,  and  473 

through  476.  Since  these  are  non- 
local pieces,  they  are  put  under  the 
patriotic  series. 

A number  of  pieces  listed  are 
called  incuses,  which  makes  some 
new  (and  almost  always  rare) 
varieties.  These  so-called  incuse 
pieces  (sometimes  called  brockages) 
arise  from  a coin  sticking  in  the 
press,  and  the  next  planchet  being 
inserted  and  the  dies  struck.  The 
obverse  of  the  already  struck  coin 
becomes  the  reverse  of  the  new  coin 
(but  in  reverse  relief  and  a mirror 
image)  and  the  regular  obverse  die 
shows.  Such  pieces  are  met  with  in 
the  Civil  War  cents  as  well  as  in 
regular  coinage. 

A few  dies  are  not  listed,  which 
have  been  reported  to  exist,  since 
all  attempts  to  locate  them  have 
failed.  Although  they  may  exist, 
often  the  references  to  such  pieces 
are  due  to  faulty  descriptions.  H 
and  G’s  die  127  has  not  been  found, 
but  the  combination  like  it  was 
found  at  the  ANS  using  die  126 — 
thus  it  is  felt  that  127  does  not 
exist.  The  following  varieties  have 
been  mentioned,  but  have  not  been 
located:  die  similar  to  34  but  letters 
closer  together;  die  similar  to  47 
but  end  of  bust  turned  up;  and  a die 
die  similar  to  90.  Undoubtedly,  new 
dies  will  be  discovered  but  probably 
99%  of  them  are  now  known. 

At  the  end  of  this  book  will  be 
found  an  index  to  similar  die  varie- 
ties in  a tabular  form  giving  dis- 
tinctive characteristics  between 
similar  dies.  Thus  a distinction  be- 
tween the  various  flag  varieties  or 
the  various  Indian  heads  can  be 
made  so  that  the  plates  will  be 
easier  to  use.  Likewise  a cross  index 


of  the  old  H and  G die  numbers  and, 
the  numbers  is  given  in  Table  II. 

Also,  a list  of  the  dies  manufac-i 
tured  by  the  same  firm,  and  its 
name  and  location,  is  given  in  the] 
Appendix.  This  table  is  one  result  of 
a game  we  have  christened  “Civil! 
War  mumbly-peg.”  By  listing  all 
the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  thatj 
are  used  together,  as  well  as  com-i 
paring  to  the  store  card  issues,  it 
soon  becomes  apparent  that  dies, 
were  either  traded  among  manu-1 
facturers,  or  that  several  firms  usedS 
the  talents  of  a number  of  engravers^ 
in  different  cities  (the  same  en-i 
gravers  working  for  perhaps  two; 
different  firms).  Thus,  it  is  relatively! 
easy  to  list  some  of  the  manufac-;j 
turers  and  engravers  of  these| 
tokens,  such  as  E.  Sigel,  L.  Roloff,  C.| 
D.  Horter,  A.  W.  Escherich,  Mossind 
and  Marr,  H.  and  W.  Johnston,  S.  D.1 
Childs,  Key,  Scovill  Manufacturing! 
Co.,  J.  A.  Hughes,  J.  Stanton,  J.  S. 
Murdock  and  Spencer,  W.  H.  Brid- 
gens,  and  W.  K.  Lanphear.  However, 
for  instance  it  is  apparent  that  a; 
Marr  piece  from  Milwaukee  was| 
struck  from  an  Escherich  die  from! 
Chicago  and  that  many  of  the  Sigel; 
dies  are  used  with  both  the  Roloff 
and  Horter  dies.  There  is  also  the! 
strange  appearance  of  a set  of  hubs, 
(not  the  actual  dies)  first  having: 
been  used  in  Indiana  and  later  in 
Waterbury,  Conn.  This  study  can  be 
a fascinating  pastime,  but  a com- 
plete solution  to  this  “mumbly-peg”: 
problem  will  probably  never  be 
achieved.  The  list  given  in  the! 
Appendix  is  correct  to  the  best  of 
our  knowledge. 

Comments  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  to  collect  Civil  War  tokens! 
might  be  helpful.  We  can  suggest 
many  ways  to  do  this,  in  addition: 
to  trying  to  obtain  one  of  each 
specimen  (a  literally  hopeless  task, 
even  of  pieces  not  in  museums). 
Many  people  collect  one  of  each  die' 
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lat  is  used  or  one  of  each  state. 
Some  people  try  to  collect  one  from 
ach  town  in  that  state.  Others  try 
3 collect  one  from  each  merchant 
lat  issued  tokens,  while  other  col- 
3ctors  specialize  in  either  the 
•atriotic  series  or  one  particular 
tate.  The  Civil  War  series  is  a fas- 
inating  one — there  are  many  ways 
3 enjoy  this  type  of  collection  and 
. is  our  hope  that  our  fellow  col- 
ictors  will  find  this  series  more 
nderstandable  after  perusing  this 
Dok.
